Lt is the birth-day of 
the virtuuus, the venerated and victorious Wash- 
ington, whose wmmperishable fame shall, untar- 
nished, be tranemnaned as a rich legacy to mil- 
lions yet unborn. It is the birth-day of hum who 
bad no competitor on the page of History, and 
whose y stands wariwalled both m ancient 
and ra times. Greece never gave birth to 
a soa gifted with so many glorious virtues. Rome 
never revealed a rival whose career was so bril- 
lant and beseficial, The liberator of a nation, 
he triumphed over tyranny, and even as the 
towers of thon, he laid her temple level with 
the dust, adorning liberty with the troptues of his 
triumph. Whether in the field or the forum, the 
camp or the cabinet, he was the same exalted 
character, uosurpassed in the might and mag- 
nificeace of his achevments, and yuaparalicied 
in the patriotism with which be laid down the 
sword for the sceptre of hberty. To him power 
was but patriotism, aod glory the good of his 
country. He contended net with tyranny, tor 
triumph or for trophies, but for the love, the li- 
berties, and the sacred rights of man. He rent 
asunder the links of that chain which despotism 
had locked on the lLinbs of liberty, and declared 
to a wondering world that no feudal fuotstep 
should pollute the land he loved, and no foreign 

ag should wave on the walls of American free- 
dom. The world stood astonished, and looked 
on with admiration at the moving and maguifi- 
cent panorama of his career, conscious that he 
was the charm of universal freedom, and his 
achievments the model of all future attempts at 
emancipation.

Every countryman of Washington who has lived 
in the luxury of liberty, rejoices at the fate of 
France. He rejoices pot only at her rise from 
ruin, and her triumph over tyranny, but he re 
joices that she is a convert to the principles 
taught by the tongue of a Franklin, oieae. and 
others, and achieved by the sword of the victo- 
rious Washington. 

h@ Dext in the train of the glorious attempts 
at emancipation, comes poor persecuted but 
persevering Ireland. Chained to the car of a 
constitution she never reverenced, and to a coun- 
try with which she can never accord or coincide, 
she has long mourned over lier miserable destiny, 
and degraded fate. Manacled by the pride and 
imperious power of England, she has sighed long 
years under both religious and civil servitude. 
The home of hospitality, the land of eloquence, 
and the cline of wit and song, ber sons long es- 
sayed against the croser, and sulicited the crown 
for that religious hberty wluch all others but the 
Cathohe eajwyed. For this her poets sung, her 
orators , and her hers prayed. For this 
the eloquent tongue of her Phillips poured forth 
the torrent of tremendous denunciation, and dig- 
nified supplication ; and for this the eleyant and 
no tess eloquent Emipet called his countrymen 
ito arms, and iummolated bis life on the bleeding 
taltar of Ireland's Lberties.

| ing rocks, the excavation being not yet sufficient- 
{ly deep for grading the path. Passing this rock, 
embankments to the height of upwards of thirty 
feet hecome necessary to preserve the level, un- 
til the road reaches the turopike, which it crosses 
| by a viaduct—a very handsome specimen of ar- 
chitecture. The span will be about 7* feet, and 
the bridge (now nearly finished) will be con- 
structed on the lattice plan. Thence the road 
continued on the east side of Germantown, 
pear the Wakefield's Mills, unti! it reaches 
Cherch Lane, a short distance from the main 
Germantown road, where the six miles now un- 
der cantract terminate. 

These six miles are divided into several sec- 
tions, under the immediate superintendeare of 
different contractors.
